A. It states that “nothing in- 
this act shall be construed -to_

If 
the President decided that: present 
law permits him to convoy supply 
vessels, the Lend-Lease Act would 


not prohibit-such actlon. .

There Js a possibility, he safd, that 
a method may be discovered which 
would scatter the cholesterol deposits 
so that old age symptoms could be 
retarded or even be made to ca 
appear.

It is not 
always possible to take one’s eyes 
off the ball, but a player should find 
it possible ta form a mental picture 
of the position of the fleld so. that 
he may know more or less where 
and when to direct his pass.

Neglect of Marking 


ANY a side has been beaten be- 

cause the defence has failed to 

, adequately mark the opposing for- 

wards, and this fault can be generul- 

ly traced to lack of understanding 
between the halves and backs. 


There are exceptions to the rule, 
but the main principle sis this: 


Wing halves .should) mark the

TUBERCULOSIS, the most wide- 
sprend, and Insidious of the diseases 
to scourge the health of the Colony, 
continues to take alarming toll of 
the population, -providing o problem 
which demands the fullest attention 
both on the part of the administra- 
tlon and the public. : 

Latest figures show that so far this 
year 2,912 T.B., cases have been 
notified to the health authorities—an 
average of 104 per week and nearly 
28 per day. This, however, is .only 


chalf-the-picture;-it-is-safe-to-say-that- 


at least the same number remain 
unnotified and therefore escape the 
official records. It is this feature 
which prompts Scientific. Research 
Committee of the’ Hongkong Antl- 
Tuberculosis Association, in the dis- 
cerning and constructive report. just 
issued, to observe: “Owlng to the 
ureat prejudice against T.B., the 
Medical Department should be ad- 
vised to instruct its Health Inspec- 
tors to ba most tactful in dealing 
with notified cases, in order that 
others will not be encouraged to hide 


their disease ond secretly spread 
infection.”

The report contains a number of 
other highly Important suggestions 
whlch call for the most sympathetic 
consideration of the  nouthorities, 
Some provide for nlmost clementary 


precautlons which, it is surprising, |: 


have not already been effected. For 
example, Investigation of the -condi- 
tlon-of houses in the poorer areas 
and the thorough operation of the 
Government's ruics on house ventila- 
tion, Why should it be necessary « 
for an unoficial body to prompt the ;

Other recommendations must, of 
necessity, be carefully investigated 
before decisions are made, as they 
involve capital outlay and recurring ° 
expenditure; . ‘this consideration, .

The Low Countries.have al- 
ways been closely linked with 
the fortunes of Britain. 

The wars of religion, the 
sublime struggle of William of 
Orange against Spanish despot- 
igm, the ambitions of Louis the 
Fourteenth and of Napoleon, the . 
Dutch and British naval rivalry 
in the reign of Charles II, the 
Belgian revolution which 
separated Flanders from Holland 
and broke up the United Nether- 
lands, the rise of the Dutch and: 
Belgian colonial empires,. the 
war of 1914—all these tremen- 
dous events have had a direct 
effect on British policy. 

And now Hitler has thrown 
the Low Countries more pro- 
foundly than ever into our orbit. 
Our fate is joined to theirs. 

‘The Dutch have been forced 
by Hitler’s perfidy out of their 
long and honourable neutrality 
in the wars of Europe. The 
Belgians were neutral by dictate 
of the Great Powers, who guar- 
anteed their independence in 
1831, . 

Their neutrality, scrupulous- 
ly respected by themselves, kept 
them at peace during © the 
Franco-Russian war of 1870. 
‘In 1914 it’ was violated by Ger- 
many—a “Scrap. of Paper.” 


Faith Destroyed 


After’ 2918 Belgium placed 
her, faith jointly in the collec- 
tive security promised by the 
League of Nations, and in 
the pledges made by France, 
Germany and Britain -in the 
Pact of Locarno. 

The rape of Abyssinia and 
the failure of sanctions des- 
troyed her faith in collective 
security. The unopposed entry 
of German troops into. the 
_Rhineland_in_1935 destroyed her

But the French Government 
and its Press: seized - eagerly 
upon the. surrender as a_justi- 
fication and-explanation of their, 
own army’s defeat. 


-, Grave Dilemma 

Actually, I am told, the’ posi- 
tion of the King was desperate. 
The Belgian Army could not 
have held out for more than 
three days. It was practically 
surrounded. It would have 
been forced to lay down its arms 
in the field, or be massacred to 
a man. The Belgian monarch 
can be: criticised. on two 
grounds :— 

I.—He did not reveal his des- 
perate plight, and intentions, in 
advance, to the Allied com- 
manders, and delay. his surren- 
der at least for another day, 
to allow his Allies to ‘extricate 
themselves from their own dif- 
ficult situation. . : 

IIl.—He acted, not as_ consti- 
tutional sovereign, but as com- 
‘mander-in-chief of the army. In 
the former role his duty was to 
follow the advice of his cabinet, 
‘and, if necessary, follow them 
to France or to Britain. But he 
preferred to act as the chief of 
the. armed forces and to share 


,Istor, 


sent to him by Hitler.

in dribbling unless both hands are kept on the stick. 


But perhaps the .commonest 
fault of all is that of hitting to 
the left. The stick is so made 
that in its normal position it is 
held on the right-hand side of 
the body, conscquently the -easi- 
est direction in. which to hit the 
ball is to the left; this by 
swinging the stick slightly 
across, the body. 


Backs and halves. are especial 
offenders tn' this respect, frequently

Unless this 
tendency is constantly corrected, it 
results in an, unbalanced attack, 
overworking the left wing and starv- 
Ing the right. It is all the more {m- 
portant to correct this fault, for the 
attack is more casily made from the 
right than the left. 


Blind Passing é& Hitting 


LIND passing ond hitting is due 
to a fatlure to look up and see 
how the field is placed. It is not 
nlways possible to take one's eyes 
off the ball, but a player should find 
it possible to form a mental picture 
of the position of the field so that 
he may know more or Iess where 
and when to direct his pass. 


This can be improved by a more 
upright. stance in playing, for one 
who holds his body in a crouch over 
his stick cannot see beyond a radius 

‘of n few yards. 


Neglect of Marking 


ANY a side has been beaten be- 

cause the defence has failed to 
adequately mark the opposing for- 
wards, and thjs fault can be gencral- 
ly traced to Inck of understanding 
between the halves and ‘backs. 


There are exceptions to the rule, 
but the main principle is this: 


Wing halves should mark the 
wing forwards, and the centre half 
the centre forward, leaving the backs 
to care for the inslde-forwards. 


A frequent foult is the wing half, 


nioving in to tackle the Intier man, 
leaving the outer man on his own 
and unhindered.
